Japanese Transports Arrive 


Near Port Arthur and Are 


Disembarking Men. 


Reported That Second Battle Has Been Fought at 


Kin Lien Cheng With Aggregate Losses 


of 17,000, Russians Winning 


the Victory. 


' NEW CHWANG, May 5.—Five Japa- 
nese warships -with & large number of 
transports have b'cTn'secn near Kin Cliou 
bay, on the west coast of the Liao Tung 
peninsula, north of Port Arthur. 


PORT ARTHUR, May 5.—The Japa- 


nese squadron is behind the Liao Shan 
promontory, south oT Port Arthur. 


Transports with Japanese troops on 


board have arrived at Pitsewo, northeast 
of Port Arthur, with the object of mak- 
ing a landing. 


Pi'tscwo is situated on the cast coast 


of the Liao Tung peninsula and about 
75 miles northeast of Poii Arthur. It 
is near the narrowest part of the penin- 
sula along which passes the railroad con- 
necting Port Arthur with Mukden and 
Harbin. Kin Chou bay where Japanese 
transports arc also reported lo have 
been sigh'tc'd, is on the west coast of the 
Liao Tung peninsula and not far from 
Pitsewo.

/that a second battle has been fought at 
Kill Lien Cheng, in whieh the Russian 
loos was 7,000, the Japanese loss 10,000 
men and resulted in the Japanese being 
driven back in disorder. The dispatch 
adds that no confirmation of this report 
is obtainable. 


TOKIO, May 5, 8 p. m.—A telegram 


lias been received here from Gen. Kuro- 
ki dated May 3, in whieh lie reports that 
a careful search of the battlefield of last 
Sunday revealed two hundred additional 
wounded aud dead Russians. He ex- 
pects that 11 complete search' of the field 
will result in increasing this number. 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 5, 1 p. m — 


Gen. Kuropatkin has gone to the front 
from Liao Yang to inspect the situation 
personally. Troops

All the Russian wounded have Icon 


sent back to Liao Yang in order not to 
incuraber the operations of the Russian 
army.

Kuropatkin is preparing to give battle 
to Gen. Kuroki's army if circumstances 
warrant. Private reports arc to the ef- 
fect that th-j fighting blood of the Rus- 
sian soldiers is up and that they are 
thirsting for an opportunity to revenge 
the slaughter on the Yalu, but although 
the commander iu chief is greatly cha- 
grined at the miscarriage of his plans on 
the Yalu there is no idea here that he 
will act rashly on that account. His de- 
cision as to the extent of the opposition 
he will make at Feng Wang Cheng de- 
pends upon the location and success of 
Japanese landings in Manchuria. Des-

Oc- 
cupying an interior line and pursuing 
the tactics of Napoleon, Kuropatkin's 
problem will be to'prevent a juncture of 
the enemy's forces.

ATTACK ON PORT ARTHUR. 


It is believed hero that the Japanese 


plans for concerted action have been cm- 
ba'rraasod by their failure to block the 
entrance to Port Arthur Tuesday-and a 
repetition of tha attack on the Russian 
Gibraltar is momentarily expected.

LOSS OF 2,000 .rVDMITTED 


Acknowledged by Russians ,Who 


Claim Japanese Suffered 


the Worst. 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 5.—No .fur- 


ther official news has been received're- 
garding the Russian 'osses, but Gen. 
Kashtaliusky's estimate, 2,000 men, is ac- 
cepted as representing practically their 
full extent. It is generally believed that 
the Japanese list between three and four 
thousand men. This is based upon re- 
ports of eye witnesses. There has been 
absolutely no statement of the number 
of the persons captured by the Japanese, 
but the general staff is inclined to ad-

He adds 
that in his opinion no other loans will 
be required by Japan before the conclus- 
ion of the '.var.

imderwrite n part, probably half of the 
Japanese loan comes from authoritative 
Quarters. 


It is believed that a round dozen of 


banks and other financial institutions 
will participate in Ihe loan.

Interviews with some of 
the saloon men indicate that in the cen- 
tral part of the city the business during 
the past ten years has decreased great- 
ly, while in .the outskirts, it has increas- 
ed, proof that persons who like beer and 
other beverages, visit saloons closest to 
their places of abode instead of coming 
down town.

Japanese Show R,eeKle«l 


Disregard for Life at 


Port ArtKur. 


PORT.ARTHUR, May 5.—Tbe Japan- 


ese-displayed desperate eourage-in their, 
fire ship attack on the .night of Tuesday. 
The ships'as they approached were di- 
vided into three groups all 
heading 


straight for the entrance of the harbor. 
While still far. from-..the shore-they ran 
On the-Russian, mines and they were un- 
der a murderous fire from the Russian 
batteries. Three torpedo boats follow- 
ed the fireships to pick -up the crews of 
the latter. • When the first ship founder- 
ed the crew clambered up the mast, 
cheering for the emperor of Japan as 
they went down.. From the masthead 
of the second vessel, as she began to 
sink, her crew waved lanterns to indi- 
cate her course to those astern. Their 
small boats, - though soon riddled, did 
not raise the white flag. 


A Japanese sailor,' who came ashore 


at Electric Hill, when summoned to sur- 
render, sprang forward with a revolver 
in his hand- and died fighting. 'Another 
Japanese sailor who was pulled out of 
the water tried to throttle himself with 
his necktie. 


One of the Russian rowboats which 


approached a sinking ship'for the pur- 
pose of saving her ' crew, was met by 
small arm fire. 


.The Russian sailors showed every con- 


sideration for the 
captured Japanes.e, 


wrapping them up in' their own coats 
and carrying them ashore.

BLACK WILL HAVE HONOR 


To"Make Principal Speech in 


Nomination'ol President 


at Chicago. 


WASHINGTOlOlay 5—It was J>.n- 


nounced at the White House today that 
former Gov. Frank S. Black, of New 
York, would make the principal speech 
in nomination of President Roosevelt at 
the Chicago convention. He will be fol- 
lowed by several delegates with second- 
ing speeches, one of which, will be deliv- 
ered by Harry' Stillwell Edwards, tho 
well known author and writer, of Ifacon, 
Ga. At this time, however, it has not- 
been determined definitely who. will de- 
liver the other speeches. 


The expectation is that a decision re- 


garding the chairmanship of the Repub- 
lican national committee will be reached 
before the Chicago convention assembles. 
The president has adhered to his deter- 
mination tliat' the nomination of a can- 
didate for the vice presidency ought to 
be determined by the ptrty leaders in 
the convention without suggestion from 
him. Among others who have partici- 
pator in the recent conferences, Speaker 
Cannon's unequivocal, comment regard- 
ing the boom started for him is accept- 
ed as eliminating him from practical con- 
sideration for the vice presidential nom- 
ination. 


JAPANESE ARTILLERY. 


Xcw York Times: 
To careful observ- 


ers the most surprising fact about tha 
battle on the Yalu is th« clear superior- 
ity of the Japanese .artillery. It has 
been expected by military critics that, 
when tho conflict came, the Japanese in- 
fantry would show itself equal to the 
Russian in steadiness and endurance, and 
superior in initiative and dash. But it 
has been also expected that the Japan- 
ese cavalry would be outclassed by tho 
Cossacks, and that the Japanese, artil-'. 
lery would-be outclassed by the Russian 
almost in an equal degree. 


It is true that it is only in mobility 


that tho Russian artillery has been sup- 
posed to be superior, and this for tho' 
same reason that the cavalry was su- 
perior. The horses are better and the 
men are better horseman. Now, there 
does not seem. to have been any contest • 
or any rivalry in this respect. Appar- 
ently, the guns that were to cover tbo 
Japanese attack; and .the guns whieh. 
wero to repel it were alike placed in pos- 
ition at the beginning of the action and 
not removed until the. end .of it, at 
which stage twenty-eight Russian guns 
out of forty were captured. Tho Japan- 
ese guns >which- did most mischief were 
not only intrenched, but 
successfully 


masked. .Moreover, the Japanese usad 
siege guns which far outranged the Rus- 
sian field artillery, as the Russian com- 
mandkr admits, j or complains. That la 
tho Russians', own fault.

THE WEEKLY CROP REPORT 


Weather too Cool Ufor^ Germination nnd 


Growth la-Mont of Country. 


WASHINGTON, May (l/Tlie -wcatKer 


bureau's weekly summary' of crop con- 
ditions ia as follows: 


The northern Rocky mountains dis- 


tricts and the. states of upper Missouri 
valley have experienced a week of fav- 
orable temperatures, but throughout the1 


southern states, Ohio valley, and the. 
greater part of the middle Atlantic - 
states and New-England'it has been too 
cool for -germination and growth. Rains 
havo prevented- farm work in the'Ohio 
valley, Tennessee and portions of5-tho 
lower lake region, middle Atlantic-states, 
and New England, while drouth-in the 
south Atlantic and east gulf districts 
and over tho southern Rocky mountain 
region and western-Texas continues with 
increased1 severity. In California 'and 
Oregon, as .-in'the-previous week, it was 
unseasonably cooV.with damaging frosts 
iu Oregon, and in Washington aud con- 
ditions were generally favorable. 


With the exception of Kansas, -south- 


ern-Missouri and Arkansas, corn plant- 
Ing has progressed slowly, but prepara- 
tions'for-this work throughout the corn 
belt have been extensive and with good, 
weather the'Coming week planting will 
be vigorously pushed in Iowa, Illinois 
and Indiana. 


In Nebraska, Kansas and Missouri 


winter wheat has advanced favorably 
except where damaged by floods in the 
last named states. In 
Illinois, 
Ohio, 


Kentucky, 
Tennessee, the 
Virginias, 


Maryland and North Carolina an im- 
provement is indicated, but in Indiana, 
Ohio and Pennsylvania, much will 
be 


plowed up and the outlook in Michigan 
is poor.

Witli practically no rain in the spring 


wheat region, seeding has been vigor- 
ously pushed except in the Red River 
valley where the ground yet requires a 
week of dry weather. 
Seeding is nearly 


finished in central and southern Minne- 
sota and South Dakota. Good stands 
arc reported from Washington and Ore-' 
gon. 


Oat seeding is nearly finished in the 


northern portion of the central valley 
and is well advanced in the lake region. 
In Iowa tho stands arc better than were 
expected and while some complaint:; of 
slow germination n-re reported from Il- 
linois, the general outlook in that state 
and in portions of. Nebraska and Kansas 
is promising.

But it 
has been also 'expected thai the Japan- 
ese cavalry would be outclassed by the 
Cossacks, and that the Japanese "artil- 
lery would-be outclassed by the Russian 
almost in an equal degree. 


It is true that it is only in mobility 


that the Russian artillery has been sup- 
posed to be superior, and this for the' 
same reason that the cavalry was su- 
perior.

• Dear Sir.— In spite of the denuncia- 
tion of railroads wliieb. was made lost 
evening, the evidence is abundant that 
the charges for railroad transportation 
have steadily declined in this country. 


In 1882 the .average charges per ton 


per mile for transportation on the rail- 
ways in this country were on the aver- 
of one cent per ton per mile. 


In 1887 they had dropped to 1 3-100 


cts. per ton per .mile; in 1902 to ahp.ttfc 
1-10'of one cent; per ton per mile; -j Is.' 
,1; As . against the-statement made;i-lbJst- 
cvening that the public was being robbed! 
by the railroads of cthis country, it Miy 
ilot:be out of place 'to call attention: in 
your paper to the advantages that -ithe! 
consumers, as well as the producers Jo fr 
th'is- nation enjoy over the people 


. 


Average charge per ton per mile for 


carrying freight in this country % of one 
cent per .ton per..mile.

England 2 6-10' ets. per ton per mile.

While the freight and passenger rate 


lias steadily declined in this country, the 
facilities for transportation, 
and 
the 


comforts and convenience for tbo travel- 
ing public lias 'constantly improved and 
extended.

The governor's intimation that the re- 


ports of-the Interstate Commerce, , com- 
mission indicated outrageous discrimina- 
tion and imfairncss oh the pnrt of the 
railways of this country is not borne out 
by the report itself. Prom it we ' can 
lenrn, and the governor might have so 
stated if he was disposed to-be fair, that 
during the seventeen years existence of 
the Interstate Commerce comim'ssion, 
not one ease of exorbitant rates has been 
proved in the federal courts, and on an 
average, only one case of unjust discrim- 
ination for each two and one-half years 
during the existence of this commission, 
has been proven in the courts. 


When we consider that the value of 


the products carried over the railways 
of this country annually amount .to 
about fifteen billions of dollars the, con- 
duct of the railroads, appears, to be,' , by 
np.'rnca-ns, as outrageous and ' unfair as 
thfc 'oral charges of Governor La Foilctte. 
' The governor stated that the govern- 
ment. had given to the railroads over two 
hundred millions of ncres of lan'd-'tcf.'aid 
them, in building. "./This is admitted),' but 
in.-.prdcr to ^arrive at an occurate.,judg- 
meTit ns to the wisdom of this, we.' should 
b'car in mind thai these lands, 
when 


granted to . the railroads, were of' little 
value to this government, and that while 
the railroads agreed in consideration of 
certain land grants between the Mississ- 
ippi and the Paoific, to'b'nHd 25,000 miles 
of railway, it has resulted in the building 
of over 98,000 miles in that same' terri- 
tory, and during that time 'the popula- 
tion of the states find territories within 
that area has increased from 1,481,000 
to about 22,000,000 and all the remaining 
land owned by the government in. -that 
locality lias become marketable .and in- 
creased in. value immeasurably, while the 
reasonable charges for transportation, 
and their steady reduction from year to 
•year baa encouraged alike the production 
of agricultural and mining, and the con- 
sumption of the products of manufactur- 
ers ' 
. 


• 'He value of, farm property 
in this 


country has increased in value -from four 
billions of dollars in 1850 to twenty bil- 
lions' of dollars in 11)00, rnninly from tho 
fact that the pfoflucts of the farnis ,of 
the prairie west, equally witli the farms 
ol the middle states arc .enabled to com- 
pete in the wheat and corn markets of 
Europe, 
£In the meantime, the value 
of pro- 


ducts of manufacture have 'increased 
from a little over a billion dollars in 
1850 to, .approximately' . thirteen billion 
dollars in 1900, principally from the fact 
that the constantly increasing wealth of 
the agricultural community promoted by 
extensive railroad-building and the mar- 
velous cheapening 
of transportation 


charges, have stimulated the domestic 
consumption ,pj manufactured products, 
without unreasonable regulation and in- 
terference on the' part' of politicians in 
the matter of classification of commodi- 
ties and the charges of railroads. 


By the natural, laws which . regulate 


both, trade and transportation the pro- 
ducts of Manufacturers 
of; this state 


have increased from $128,000,000 in"' 1880 
to $300,000,000 in 1000 and the value of 
farm property in, the same time has in- 
o.rensed from 3420,000,000 in' 1880 to 
$800,000,000 in IfiOO. 
' ' 


All experience shows that 'each inter- 


est in the various industries of n nation 
w'Ork for their own interest. It is to 
the interest of a railroad to i promote 
prosperity anil augment the \vcnlfch of 
the country through which it rnn«. 


One, of -tlip greatest naturn.1 forces 


which regulates railway charges is the 


competition."of various' markets. Thu 
lowest rate to the market by any on« 
route determines the rate of all the oth- 
er routes and railroads of course are 
anxious, in order to increase their busi- 
ness, that the products along the line of 
their road will reach various ntarVets 
nnd be able to compete with the pro- 
ducts along the lines "of other roads. 


The railroads'of tfiis'country have re- 


duced to- a minimum, the rates on- grain, 
provisions, building material, .lumber, 
coal and the other necessities and chea- 
per comforts of life. .They have 
done 


this in order to stimulate production 
and consumption; 


What the railroad wants is volume. Tt 


cannot reduce its traffic without reduc- 
ing its pro'flts. It cannot so fix charges 
as" to impoverish the farm or 
factory, 


without 'injury to itself. " 


Should we not therefore be cautious, in 


attempting to regulate the classification 
of freight or establishing of rates of rail- 
roads? May it not be as wise to leave 
this to the owners and, shippers under 
the influence of natural laws, than dele- 
gate it to a commission of politicians, 
whose interests are relatively slight and 
whose experience and information is not 
to be compared with ,the men who make 
this the business of their lives. 


The interests of the railway and the 


community are. mutual. What.both de: 
sire and require is the extension, of trade 
and a' continual increase in the exchange 
of commodities. Regulation by the state 
has resulted in the past in restriction and 
retrenchment. 
* 


With reasonable and fair minded men, 


it is not so much a question of regula- 
tion or no 'regulation, but.of "reasonable 
as against unreasonable riegulation" and 
of "beneficent as opposed to baneful reg- 
ulation." 


The various schemes of demagogue

FOUND GUILTY OF 


EXTOBTION CHARGES 


Brought on Big Strike of Iron Work-

OSSINING, K. Y., May 4.—Samuel 


Parks, the New York labor leader, who 
was sent" to Sing Sing prison 
some 


months ago after, his conviction on a 
charge of extortion died in the prison.to- 
day. He had consumption at the time of 
his conviction and had failed 
rapidly 


since he was sent to Sing Sing. 


The prison physician visited" Parks in 


the hospital at 0 o'clock last night. The' 
patient was then' barely conscious: Lat-~ 
er lie became unconscious and remained 
in that condition until his death. Only 
the hospital attendants and one or two 
prison officials were at his bedside when 
he expired.

brought to the prison on August 27 last.

JAP ARTILLERY THE BEST. 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 3,. 7:05 p. m. 


—Gen. Kuropatkin's official report, dat- 
ed May 2, says Gen. Zassaliteh's force 
retreated in good order eventually ar- 
riving at Feng Wang Cheng. He attri- 
'butes the losses on the Yalu to the su- 
periority of the Japanese artillery. The 
number of casualties or of the guns lost 
arc not specified by Gen. Jassalitch. 


According-to information just obtain- 


ed from the general staff SJassalitch's en- 
tire force at the Yalu consisted of 15 
rifle battalions, of 800 men each and fire 
batteries of forty guns. One regiment, 
of three battalions, and two batteries 
stationed at Antung, did not participate 
in Sunday's fighting and retired without 
loss. The heights of Kiulien .Cheng and 
Huhan were held by four regiments and 
four batteries, about 10,000 men and 32 
guns, against 80,000 Japanese and 160 
guns in addition to sixteen 12 pounder 
siege guns landed from the gunboats. 
These guns are considered by the Rus- 
sians to have been responsible for Gen. 
Zassalitch's defeat, as the Russian guns 
were of a light field pattern, with some 
mountain nieces. 


RUSSIAN GENERAL HEADSTRONG.

Zassalitch had no reserves nearer than 
Feng Wang Cheng. Reserves, it is add- 
ed, were, uimeeessai-y, as

titoh's Mission was only to observe and 
harrass, but not to impede the Japanese.

Comparison With Last Year's 


Figures Shows Lowness ot ' 


Temperature in April. 


The frequently heard statement that 


the month of April just passed was ex- 
ceptionally cold is born out by the pub- 
lished meteorological record for 
the 


month. This 
is 
especially noticeable 


when comparisons are made .between the 
figures 'for 1904 and those for the1 same 
thirty days in 1903. In the case of the 
mean,.or average temperature for in1 


stance, in 1903 this was 48.2 degrees, 
while this year the figures arc 40^3. The 
average daily high-'temperature last'year 
was 51.3-as against 48.4, tjiis year, while 
the average daily low temperature was 


40.1 
in 1B03 .and 32.3 in ^ 1904. 


One interesting fact 
in connection 


with the month both this year and last, 
is the greatest daily range in tempera- 
ture. Last year the maximum and min- 
imum occurred on the same day, the 2d, 
with a range of 49 degrec-s,-while this 
year the greatest daily runge was re- 
corded on the 2,9th, which was also the 
days of the maximum. The range was 
31 degrees, from 67 to 30. 


These figures prove conclusively that 


the climate of 'Racine, particularly in 
spring has enough variety to please the 
most exacting weather crank. In 1903 
there were 13 clear days, 9 which were 
partly cloxidy, and 8 cloudy. This year 
the clear 'days numbered 14, partly 
cloudy 7, and cloudy 9. The precipita- 
tion a year ago was-2.70 inches, while 
this.year it was only 1.71 inches.

The well was sunk in the early eigK- 


ties'"as a semi-private venture" on the 
part of many First ward citizens. It 
has a depth of• 1,375 feet, and for many 
years furnished enough water for • all. 
Some years ago the management of the 
well was surrendered T>y the First ward 
people, and assumed by the city. A col- 
lector was elected by the common coun- 
cil, at a salary of $150 a year. He was 
also superintendent cfqlhe,,well. 


At the present time .the revenue to 


the. city from the users of the artesian 
well ia •approximately^' $130.. There' is 
necessary every' year,' a .certain/amount 
of repairs, which of .course, cost money. 
The fund which at one time existed for 
the maintenance of the well has.been 
used up, and at the present time the city 
is under a small expense on that ac- 
count. 


FEW ARE SATISFIED. 


Among the 130 people who support, 


the well, at an annual individual ex- 
pense of $1.00, perhaps ten per cent are 
perfectly satisfied with the service. Just 
who they are would be of interest to 
the other,ninety percent, for it is an in- 
disputable fact that owing to the greed' 
and wastefulness of the few the many' 


are. 
deprived of. all benefit from the-well 


nearly all of the time.. It is said .that 
much of the water from the. wellr is 
wasted by certain livery men and saloon 
keepers who never turn the'faucets off; 
but leave the water running constantly.' 
Whether or not this is BO ha» never .been 
proven. 


At any rate, the large majority of the 


users of the water are greatly dissatis- 
fied with it, and many are in favor of 
its discontinuance. A scheme for the 
benefit of the general public has been 
spoken of, however, which would seem 
to be much.more reasonable. 


ONE SCHEME PROPOSED. 


It is.thiit the city, 'haying by its 


many years of management and expense 
acquired a proprietary, interest in the 
well, discontinue the service to all pri- 
vate individuals. Then, in order that 
the general public may not be deprived 
of the water, let it be piped into the 
Caroline Wells fountain on Monument 
square; cause tho fountain in front of 
the. city hall io be repaired; establish 


•one or two more fountains on the down 
'town streets in prominent places, and 
supply- them with the artesian water, 
and leave the fountain in the Hotel Ra- 
cine, which is at present useless most of 
the time, from'lack,of water. The rea- 
son for the latter act should be ob- 
vious. 


The Hotel Racine is a public place and 


more than that, it is the place'1 above all 
others, where the geratcst percentage o.f 
outsiders receive their most lasting im- 
pression ofAour city. Excellent waier is 
so rare throughout thig tjovmtry, »<l to 
be immediately noticed whan encounter- 
ed. Need any other reason for leaving 
the water in the hotel be ^advanced; 


It may be that in order to secure sat- 


isfactory 
service 
for 
Jhe 
fountains 


enumerated above some repairs would' 
be necessary. It might even be impossi- 
ble to do this without putting in new 
mains. The expense involved might be 
considerable, but even so, would-it not 
be justified by the worthiness of the ob- 
ject in view?

most important pieces of legislation. In 
this last session was'.witnessed the clos- 
ing nets of the Cuban legislation which 
proved to the world the great American 
Republic had nobly kept its word and 
had presented the world with a new He- 
public. To the Philippine government 
was given necessary increased powers. 


Other matters which passed before 


congress were a provision which provid- 
ed for bringing six hundred-.public teach- 
ers from Porto Rico to this country dur- 
ing the coming summer, providing for. a 
convention with England and including 
Russia and Japan if possible to secure 
protection of the fur seals, extending the 
coastwise shipping laws of the TJnited 
States to the Philippines taking effect 
July 1st, 1906, exempting the people of 
Newfoundland immigrating to this coun- 
try from the $2.00 a head tax, providing 
for the gathering of statistics of Hawaii 
by the TJnited States commissioner of 
labor and also for..a -8iinerintenden,t"'of 
public instruction, making it a crihie for.

a fee for shipping. 'Congress coincided 
with the president's action in changing 
the.year of pension:disability;.-.to 62-by;

Lewis & Clarke exnosition at Portland, 
to cost $475,000.

Congress ordered an investigation of 


the beef trust to be conducted by the 
department of commerce and labor and 
ordered the unexpended appropriation of 
$400,000 to be placed under orders of the 
attorney general for the prosecution of 
trusts. The cast front of the national 
capitol building is to be extended and is 
provided for, and office buildings for sen-' 
ators to correspond with the one propos- 
ed for representatives provjded'for. The 
cost of the two being estimated at $5,- 
000,000. There was no general labor leg- 
islation, financial legislation or legisla- 
tion on the tariff. The eight hour bill 
was referred to a 'committee to report at 
the next session and the injxinction bill 
was postponed for further proceedings. 
Provision was made in an order for en- 
forcing Chinese exclusion after the pres- 
ent treaty expires Dec. 3th. 


It is true the sessipn hss been a rec-. 


ord session for shortness, and there has 
been complaint coming from the Demo- 
cratic side in consequence, but this is 
only because the Republicans are in the 
majority, for to tell the truth it being 
a presidential year, they were as. anx- 
ious as. were the Republicans to get 
through. It is just MS well. Next win- 
ter it 'is expected the question of a re- 
vision of the tariff will be taken up and 
there will likely be Bpme legislation aa 
regards the finances.

The 
suit is for an accounting; charging the 
fees paid on several occasions are extor- 
tionate, without legal merit in being 
macle, ai.'Ss for an accounting to show 
where its monies paid, $21,024 Went to, 
and if the' insurance commissioner re- 
ceived sucli personally.

These large payments were made, un-i 


cler protests it is charged, that the fees' 
were illegal arid extortionate; that.tlje 
law of the state is that the legal feei,ta 
be charged for an examination isi£5.6q 
per day for every. such person erigage.uj 
in the examination. That no such ..am-s 
ount as this $21,000 could be earned un-; 
der any maximum, charge of $5.00 per! 
day for each person making the examina-* 
tion is of course seen at'once. Further' 
the Prudential in its complaint and peti-' 
tion for an injunction asks that the in- 
surance commissioner be compelled to 
disclose to the court the number of com- 
panies he has examined, the average cost 
of examination, if he has benefited per- 
sonally, either directly or indirectly, and 
and to answer any questions which may 
relate to the fidelity trust company 
which holds the controlling interest in 
the Prudential. 


It will not have been unnoticed that 


the insurance commissioner is in a- posi-, 
tion to levy tribute from insurance com- 
panies. The last legislature had'a bill, 
before it to make a maximum salary for 
the insurance commissioner, the present 
salary being $3,000 per yenr, arid to com- 
pel such official to turn into the treas- 
ury all the fees and emoluments of the 
office, as state treasurers are compelled 
to account for all interest received from 
state deposits. Although the governor 
was loudly demanding reform and his 
body, the assembly.was presumed to be in 
sympathy, yet the s^ate administration 
set,to work and;'with;its great influence! 
in the assembly defeated a 
rightecjiisj?

From time to time have l>een issued 


from the insurance commissioners office 
printed statements referring to certain 
corporations, fire and life insurance com- 
panies and warning the public. It is pre- 
sumably just such matters as the Pru- 
dential company in. its complaint asks 
for an accounting as to fees received, 
and the people .of the state.are certainly 
entitled to an accounting. 


It is not forgotten by sundry citizens 


of this state tho abominable manner in 
which Governor La Follette treated the1 
late Senator Sawyer and the' tremend- 
ous noise made regarding the interest re- 
ceived by state treasurers. The legisla-. 
ture had made every proper arrange- 
ment fov the settlement'of this "matter, 
but it ia yet remembered the shabby 
treatment extended the senator who had 
been on the bonds of ono of the state 
treasurers. But is it not observed the 
same exercise of mind has been concern- 
ed over the large amount of fees turned 
over to the insurance commissioner, and 
nny desire exhibited for the return of 
these thousands to tho treasury?

$480,000 .of 'the stock of- the Trust com- 
pany, and further holds as collateral I,- 
575 shams' in 'addition which is carried 
on the books at $575.00 per share. It ie 
apparently conceded the insurance' com- 
missioner was • refused permission 
to 


make an examination of the Fidelity 
Trust company, and it is asserted the 
reason the insurance commissioner had 
for refusing tho licenses to the Prudential' 
was that the control of the Pid«lity jeo-', 


"pardized, the interests oitlie'poliay hold- 
ers of the Prudential.'

There may"'be more, or' less merit in 


the,complaints of the insurance comrnis 
sioner its regards the ownership or con- 
trol" of the Mdelity. 'But it can not be 
claimed- that there has "been any merit 
in the course pursued by the insurance 
commissioner in levying such-extraordi- 
nary fees upon this insurance company, 
and not unwarranted, in the" presump- 
tion, that pretty much the same course 
lias been pursued towards other insur- 
ance corrjorations. "It isliinderstood the 
Prudential will later on continence suit 
for the return of the illegal fees ex- 
acted and for an accounting' It is not un- 
warranted the presumption, that from 
this source may have come the means 
with which the political' propaganda of 
the governor haa been pushed and the

Governor Kobcrt M. La Follette came 


quietly to Kacine at 4:35 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon. It was expected that a 
brass "band and large delegation would 
meet him at the Chicago & Northwestern 
depot and escort him to tlie Hotel Ka- 
eine, for the holding of a reception. 


If such was the program it was not 


carried out. Instead the governor was 
met by C. C. Gittings and .a few others. 
Entering a carriage lie was-immediately 
driven to the home of Mr. (listings, the 
word going out tlmt lie was tired and 
worn out, would rest until about 8 
o'clock and then go direct to the Audi- 
torium. The wish of the chief executive 
that he be permitted to rest was respect- 
ed and there were no callers at the Git- 
tings home.

The governor remained 
in the carriage, Mr. Gittings carried in 
his satchels and Mr. Driver announced 
to the people assembled that the gov- 
ernor would go direct to the Auditor- 
ium,

in the lobby after the meeting and be 
pleased to meet everybody.

The executive then went on to speak

FIGHT WITH RAILROADS. 


About thirty years ago there was a 


great struggle in this state, when Wis- 
consin first exercised control over trans- 
portation , ehai'ges. It 
was 
a 
proud 


chapter in the 
history of Wisconsin, 


when the law waa passed in this state 
giving;the people the right to fix charges 
of railways. A great railway president 
defied the law. He wrote a letter stat- 
ing he would not obey the law as it was 
unconstitutional, but it was declared 
constitutional by the highest tribunal in 
the land. 
This was the first step in 


the rights of the people. Will money or 
intelligence predominate in-this state? 
"Graft" and corruption .is rampant in 
the state legislature -and in congress. 
This was a blow at the railways, but 
without the railways the'wheels of in- 
dustry would be silenced; the crops 
would rot in the fields. They have dona 
much for the. country, binding the Pa 
cifie and Atlantic states together. They 
are entitled to rights, but I tell you, my 
friends, they have never earned the right 
to control this country. They < build 
lines solely to make, money; the public 
is only benefited incidentally. The gov- 
ernment has given the railways land 
enough to build every railway in the 
country. The United States has given 
the railroads 162,000,000 acres of land, 
35.000,000 of which were given them by 
this state. The government lias given 
the 
railways enoungh land,'which if 


carved tip, would make nine states. Wo 
ought to stand with tho railways on a 
plain business proposition; how they 
deal 
with us and liow we deal 
with 


them. The railways control our state 
legislation and you know it; tlicy-con- 
trol congress, and you know it. The 
transportation charges by the railways 
is centered in the interests of the big 
shippers. The man in tlie-factory is in- 
terested just as much as his employer, 
because he pays the freight. The mer- 
chant and the manufactiirer 
add the 


freight charges in and 
tho consumer 
pays for the increase. 


WISCONSIN RAILRAODS. 


The cost of living lias increased twen- 


ty-seven per cent since 1S97-in Wiscon- 
sin. The interstate commerce commis- 
sion reported an increase.in railroad 
rates of , .$300,000,000' throughout 
tlie 


country in the last three years. The 
railways are largely responsible and are 
the most important subject 
since , the 


war with the exception of the recon- 
struction act. The railways earn $47,-, 
•000,000 yearly for transportation in this 
state, $34,000,000 of which is for freight. 
Do you realize the subject of transporta- 
tion an important one? Laws should be 
made to force down charges, not too 
low, but to a point where the employes 
could earn good wages and the roads a 
good profit on their investment. 


INTERSTATE COMMERCE ACT. 
I was a member ot congress, the baby 


in the house of representatives; there 
was a bill pending to create a commis- 
sion to control transportation rates; to 
authorize the president to appoint five 
men with power to control railroad 
transportation rates. 'I stood by that 
measure and not only voted for it, but 
pave it such support as I was able to 
command in its support-and in its fav- 
or. I stand tonight,as I stood then. 
For ten years, session after, session be-

crvisorfPeter Nelson, requesting.the res- 
ignation-of the other two trustees, Mes- 
srs. Cranotaiid Grahain, to • take effect 
in-, June. Thero was no 'surprise over 
the action of tho board for'the reason 
that itsumembersfthayo felt since the 
burning.-of the asylum building-there was 
really no-need of three "trustees and the 
members of the state board' of control 
had. BO advised. 


Another thing,, it lias been known for 


& long time that Trustee Peterson was 
not satisfied'with the manner things 
•vrcre run at the asylum in the way of 
expenses, believing that there was too 
much help, that the same was not conu 
petcnt and wages were too high, involv^ 
ing unnecessary expenses* to the county 
and it was his opinion that the keeping 
of cows on the farm was a losing in- 
vestment. 
; 


After the resignation of Mr. Peterson 


was read to tho board its' acceptance 
was refused until Mr. Peterson appear- 
ed and explained why he resigned. The 
sxipcrintendent of the asylum and also 
trustees Graham and Crane were also 
cited to appear before the board. It wag 
3:50 when the gentleman appeared and 
Chairman Shenkcnberg called the board 
to order. 


GIVES REASOXS FOR 'ACT. 


The chairman said to Mr. Peterson: 


"Mr. Peterson, you sent in your resig- 
nation; the board would like to hear 
the reasons for such action." 


Mr. Peterson, after some hesitation 


said: "I found that.it was noi! possible 
for'-me to keen on with the superinten- 
dent and trustees. I don't think we are 
doingijustico to the county; there is too 
much help; not the right kind of help 
and too much money is being paid; 1 
beliovo we arc spending too much money 
when we have no right to do so; the 
superintendent is doing the whole thing. 
Several hundred dollars in wages was 
expended in March when not necessary. 


'•'When I, called attention to -it-they 


told me they were going to run it as 
they pleased. Mr. Oversou'told me !I 


•. was the only one who kicked; other. 


members of the board never said a 
•word; I defy them to show, me one in- 
stance-where they said a word. 


Anyone who Undertakes to run a farm 


as the county farm is run would be in 
the poor bouse in three months. There 
is too much help, too expensive; .'some 
of them are no earthly good; they are 
paid $20 and $28 per month and some of 
them are not worth 28 cents; the pay 
roll in March was .$221. I don't see 
•what they did except take care of the 
cattle and do some work in the build- 
ing; they had four men and two in- 
mates! I don't know what they were 
doing; they milked eleven cows; they 
,had two girls .and paid one $16 and the 
other $22. I tried to _ reduce and cut 
down help and got a calling down for it 
by the superintendent." 


Mr. Petersen was asked a great many 


questions and he did act know what 
kind of contracts .they .had with help, 
but supposed" by "the .month. Ho was 
out there twice .during' March ; and ho 
gave them to understand that .if the help 
was not reduced h« would make!»' kick. 
He did so and was called down. They 
hadtfour men and wanted 8 to 10 more 
of -the inmates and were figuring with 
the state board of control, but Mr. Pet- 
ersen called on the state board and set-. 
tied that question, knowing that the get- 
ting of these people hero would be an ex- 
pense to the county. He believed th'e 
help there could do the work. He be- 
lieved tho county would have been mon- 
ey in had %hey not kept so many cows. 
vf!>«7 Oiawe been a great expense accord- 
ing to 'his way of figuring. Six or eight 
would have been plenty. There was a 
Jons of $10-aiid $15 on each cow. 


The: gentleman said a. great many oth- 


er things, hinting at mismanagement and 
believed he could not remain r.nd do jus- 
tice to the county. .He saw no use for 
the trustees being thero at all. He was 
satisfied'-they could get along without 
one tor he could not do anything.

THE WEEKLY CROP REPORT 


Weather too Cool I tf or; Germination and 


Growth InJtttwt at Country. 


WASHINGTON, May fl, The wcath'er 


bureau's weekly summary of crop con- 
ditions is as.follows: 


The northern Rocky mountains dis- 


tricts nnd the stales of upper Missouri 
valley htivo experienced a week of fav- 
orable temperatures, but throughout the 
southern states, Ohio valley, and the 
greater part of the middle Atlantic 
states and New England it has been too 
cool for .germination and growth. Rains 
have prevented farm work in the Ohio 
valley, Tennessee and portions of*: the 
lower lake region, middle Atlantic'states, 
and New England, while drouth'in the 
south Atlantic and east gulf districts 
and over the southern .Rocky mountain 
region and western Texas continues with 
increased1 severity: In California *and 
Oregon, as 'in1 the*prevkms week, it was 
unseasonably cool/,with damaging frosts 
in Oregon, and' in Washington and con- 
ditions were generally favorable. 


With the exception of Kansas, south- 


ern-Missouri and Arkansas, corn plant- 
Ing has progressed slowly, but prepara- 
tions ' for -this work' throughout the corn 
belt have been extensive and with good. 
weather the. coming week planting will 
be vigorously pushed in Iowa, Illinois 
and Indiana. 


In Nebraska, Kansas and Missouri 


winter wheat has advanced favorably 
except where damaged by floods in the 
last named states. In 
Illinois, Ohio, 


Kentucky, 
Tennessee, the 
Virginias, 


Maryland and North Carolina an im- 
provement is indicated, bxit in Indiana, 
Ohio and Pennsylvania much will be 
plowed up and the outlook in Michigan 
i s poor. ' 
. . . ; . , 


With practically no rain in the spring 


wheat region, .seeding has been vigor- 
ously pushed except in. the Red River 
valley where the ground yet requires a 
week of dry weather. Seeding is nearly 
finished in central and. southern Minne- 
sota and South Dakota. Good stands 
are reported from Washington and Ore- 
gon. 
. 


Oat seeding is nearly finished in the 


northern portion of the central valley 
and is well advanced in the lake region. 
In Iowa the stands are better than were 
expected and while some complaints of 
slow germination are reported from Il- 
linois, the general outlook in that state 
and in portions of Nebraska and Kansas 
is promising. 


WORK ON BADGER FARMS 


IS EXCEEDINGLY LATE 
MADISON, Wis., May 0.—John 
M. 


True, secretary of the state board of 
agriculture, announces that the work on 
the farms of Wisconsin is exceedingly 
late, on account of the cold au'd retard- 
ed spring weather. He has issued a 
special crop report as follows: 


The last month has been so extremely 


cold and conditions affecting farm opera- 
tions so unfavorable that no wgular 
letters of inquiry to correspondents have 
been sent out from this otlibe upori which 
to base the report of May 1, but infor- 
mation received leads us to conclude 
that not more than one-half of the'small 
grain crop—wheat, barley, and oats—is 
yet planted, and much of the land.to be 
given to these crops is not yet plowed. 
Less plowing was done last fall than us- 
ual, which adds materially to the labor 
of spring preparatipn-'for grain sowing. 


Fields are now generally 
sufficiently 


dry fpr- cultivation and farm work is be- 
ing pushed rapidly. , 


Contrary to rumor and popular belief 


clover and winter grains have not been 
seriously affected by the freezing weath- 
er of the last month, and the present 
promise of these crops is fully xip to an 
average. 


A general report will be issued about 


May 15.
